USED TO OPPRESSION. 

This sudden stroke of Balfour would have 
been equivalent to or the cause of a revolu- 
tion in any other country. But Ireland has 
become used to oppression and England to 
}aceing her oppressed, Everybody is seeking 
for causes for this startling act. That it 
was done to prevent two men 
from visiting America is trivial and absurd. 
The English Government has other and 
larger purposes, Apprehensions of famine 
have aroused the Irish spirit, and began to 
drive it to desperation. The popular leaders 
fanned this fame. The Government saw there 
was danger in it, and sought to check i by 
silencing the speakers. When the clergy 
united with the popular leaders the danger 
became imminent. Bishop O'Callaghan. of 
Cork wrote saying that famine was inevita- 
bie, and the only remedy against this, and 
similar calamities in the future was home rule. 
This is believed to have had more influence 
than any other which has been mentioned in 
determining Balfour to take the step he did. 
It is known that all the members of the Gov- 
ernment do not go with him, but by present- 
ing the situation in its most threatening aspect 
and showing that immediate action was neces- 
sary and he was ready to take it, he segured 
the assent of the majority, including the Prime 
Minister and the Conservative leader 
of the House. The Liberals are not slow to 
see their opportunity. Persecution without 
results have been one of the most damaging 
features of the Conservative rule in Ireland. 
Nothing has been gained but dolles tran- 
quility, broken easily at the slightest 
symptom of distresses maintained largely 
by the advice of the Liberal allles of 
the home rulers in England. Now the 
Irish peopie are beside themselves with fear 
of starvation, the British Government could 
not do worse than to resort to arbitrary meas- 
ures. It is absurd to fight famine with polit- 
teal animosity. 

GLADSTONE’S OPINION. 

Mr. Gladstone has been heard from on the 
subject. Heexpresses the opinion that the 
arrest of O’Brien ana Dillon is one of those 
serious errors which will tend to pro- 
mote the progress and hasten the tri- 
umph of home rule, and he adds, 
apparently with reference to the 
result of the coming general elections: ‘‘I be- 
lieve that another twelve months will see a 
change forthe better. Mr. O’Brien bas 
again beeninterviewed and says he knew 
exrly Wednesday that the arrest was to be 
made. He made no effort to escapeor pre- 
vent it. He rejoices that it has taken place, 
for it would help inthe cause. It was a posi- 
tive and unmistakable proof ofthe falling 
glory ef the oppressive Goyerpment. Mr. 
Dillon takes a eimilar view. The leaders 
welcome the actin which the people are in- 
dignant and the whole country aroused. 

THE COMING TRIAL. 

Mr. O’Brien in an interview to-day said 
that the Government evidentiy intends 
to have a sort of state trial of the 
arrested Nationalists, covering every 
petty act and imprudent speech 
since the Tipperary campaign began, The 
trial can hardly last less than a week. Mr. 
O’Brien has every confidence that America 
willriseto the necessities of the occasion. 
The mission, he says, will ve gent anyway no 
matter who are arrested. 

Mr. Dillon, undismayed by his arrest, made 
a speech at Castle Rea to-night in which he 
deciared that while the blight was bad fer 
Ireland the landlords were worse.

Austria and Germany in Cl se Alliance— 
Russia's Desigue.

The conspicuousness of this guilty attitude 
towards Russia makes Austria dread lest in 
future Russia might fied a way into the 
Balkan Peninsula, not through Roumania, 
but by Vienna, 

IN ARMENIA. 
The St. Petersburg Novoe -Vremya speaks 
with apparent authority of possible Russ lan 
interference in Armenia, and Armeslans are 
known to be leaving Russian territory in 
large numbers, with arms, bent, it is be- 
lieved, on arousing an insurrection against 
Turkey. The result of the Bulgarian 
elections, overwhelmingly in favor of Prince 
Ferdinand and Minister Stambuloff, bas con- 
vineed the Czar that no course short of war 
will gain Bulgaria to Russian influence. 
Domestic feeling is not without its bearing 
in autocratic courts like Russia, The Ozar is 
married to a daughter of | 


affinity toward Denmark, and he dislikes the 


Gérmans who wrested a provinee from that 
nation. 
A QUIET CONFBRENCE. 

Advices from Berlin state that the Emperor 
Francie Joseph and the Kaiser spent all the 
night of Wednesday until early Thursday 
morning in close consultation, and their Maj- 
estles wers especially cor@ialat parting, As 
no third person was present, the subject of 
the discussion is not known, but the Kaiser 
remarked on the following day to the veteran 
Count Blumenthal in the hearing of the staff 
that ‘‘we mow have in fact a united 
Germany. It is a subject of general remark 
that whereas there had been a good deal of 
courteous formality about the meeting of the 
Emperor and the Czar, William and Francis 
Joseph were more like son and father in 
sheir evident friendiiness than sovercigns, 
andthe Kaiser, who deciined the Russian 
hunting entertainment prepared for him, 
quiekly accepted the Austrian Emperor’s in- 
vitation to a few days’ shooting in Styria. 

CAPRIVI’S VIEWS. 

Chancellor Vou Caprivi is credited with the 
statement that the Tripie Alllance would soon 
be effected with the formal accession of In- 
giand and Sweden and that in the eveut of 
a Russian attack upon the Balkan States the 
German army would at once enter the Russo - 
German provinee of Courland, where the 
German inhabitants hate the Russian domi- 
nation as those of Alsace- Lorraine hate the 
German. ‘‘Kussia,’’ says a io0uth-plece of 
the Chancellor, ‘‘believes herself inviolable, 
but she is one of the most vulnerable of na- 
tions. There are countries just as ready to 
divide her territories as she is those of Tur- 
key. Germany ought to have back the old 
Baltic Provinces. Sweden wants Finland and 
Austria would be a much better guardian of 
Poles than Russia has shown herself to be. 
But we have no quarrel with Russia and do 
not care to have any.’’ 


THE INDIA PLAGUE. 


Sir Jeseph Fayrer en the Science of Chelera 
Prevention. 
ONDON, Sept. 20.—In 
view of the threatened 
epidemic of cholera 
on the continent and 
the several suspected 
cases reported from 
various parts of En- 
giand, the remarks 
made by Sir Joseph 
Fayrer atthe Sanitary 
Congress at Brighton 
are being extensively 
quoted by the news- 
papers throughout 
Eagiand, indicating 
that the latest reports showing an increase in 
the number of cases of cholera on the Conti- 
nent is causing some alarm in London and 
other large English cities. Apart from his 
general views to be regarded as distinguished 
scientific authority on medical matters, Sir 
Joseph’s long experience in India, the home 
of cholera, and his position as Surgeon-Gen- 
eral and President of the Medical Board at the 
India Office give him a prominent claim to at- 
tention when he speaks on the subject of 
cholera. In afew pithy sentences he summed 
up the whole science of cholera prevention, 
Quarantines and cordons he denounced as 
‘‘antiquated, worn out and obsolete de- 
vices.’’ 
DR. CARNER’S VIEWS. 

Dr. Carner, House Surgeon of Poplar Hos- 
pital, London, where Ellen White and Robert 
Teigh, alleged eholera sufferers, are being 
treated, said to-day: ‘*Remem bering 
how much medicine as a science owet 
to continental iavestigators, and how 
abundant and well utilized have been the op- 
portunities for studying cholera epidemics in 
Europa, Sir Joseph Fayrer’s surprise that 
there should be sucha strong predisposition 
to rely on quarantine regulations, even on 
the part of admittedly eminent continental 
sanitarians, may well be spared by all who 
are familiar with the history of cholera visita- 
tions. Some excuse may, perhaps, be found 
in the fact thatthe germ theory of the dis- 
ease has been mainly elucidated and estab- 
lished by Frenchand German investigators. 
Buton the other hand, it is te these very 
men, more than to all other inquirers, that is 
owed the demonstration that it is to the 
environment that the pathological germ 
mainly owes ite malignant character. And in 
any case the utter hopelessness of arresting 
the march of the infinitely little germ by such 
barbarously clumsy devices as those con- 
demned, ought to be apparent to the authori- 
ties familiar with microbiology, The true way 
to protect ourselves from cholera, Sir Joseph 
Fayrer tells us, is to see that our homes are 
clean; that the water we drink is pure and the 
food we eat good, and to keep our minds free 
from panic. 7 

THE CONSEQUENCE OF PANIC. 

„Ot the consequence of panic in aiding the 
development of the class of disease to which 
cholera belongs there can be a0 doubt, We 
may not quite know why a mere mental state 
may predispose the body to be a suitable prey 
to the germs, but neure-pathologists would 
not find it Gifficult to Suggest abundant 
reasons. Science is more and more teach- 
ing us that the doctrine of the survival of the 
fittest is applicable to symotic diseases, 
and the vietory will be on the 
side 01 the attacked if the 
0 je «healthy. A “panic state 
implies a disorganized vitality. For the rest, 
the ney Report on Sanitary Measures in In- 
Ain.“ abundantly confirms sir Joseph 
| Fayrer’s statements. All the great fairs held 
inthe northwestern provinces of India and 
Oude during the year reviewed (1868-89) were 
free from cholera, and this fact was 
‘trabeddle to the precautions taken by | 
sanitary departments. Only 2 per cent 
of the villages were affected, against 
i7 percent the previous year. Even four of 
he districts of Benares, 
said to be epidemic, enjoyed ¢ 
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chills in wet weather than at other times and 
considering the character of the season that 
England and America are now experiencing, 
the fact deserves special! notice. 


TRYING THE TROOPS.

The weight will remain as be- 
fore, but more durability ig expected in the 
steel handle. The Kaiser has great faith 
ip the lance both as a weapon of defense and 
attack, The cavalry are also armed with car- 
bines. The infantry have been given tents, 
quite an innovation in the German army, the 
tents being water-tight, and ‘capable of being 
used as ponchos. The soldiers continue to 
wear for stockings strips of linen, smeared 
with lard, which they bind around their feet. 

IN FINE FORM. 

The cavalry showed excellent form, and 
the troops exhibited but little sign 
of fatigue after their severe exertions. 
The German Army was never in more splep- 
did condition than to-day, and the improve- 
ments effected by the Emperor have won him 
not only the good will of the soldiery, but 
also the approval of the veteran Von Moltke, 
who came outof his retirement with nearly a 
eentury on his shoulders, to pay homage to 
his sovereign. The Eaglish military attache 
in Silesia reports that the troops presented an 
aspect far superior to the Russians and 
showed a much higher average of physique 
and discipline. 

FRENCH ARMY EXERCISES. 

The notable feature of the French army 
exercises at Cambrai this week, was the use 
of the smokeless S$owder, shots being dis- 
chargeg without even the smoke of gunpow- 
der to indicate the place whence the fusilade 
or cannonade proceeded, Tuts new mode of 
fighting has something mysterious about it, 
calculated to startie and térrorize. On the 
other band, it was shown that if the smoke no 
longer pointed out the place occupied by the 
enemy, it did not hide him from the eyes of 
his opponents. Asatest also of the general 
process of the French army, the 
maneuvers were interresting and eminently 
gratifying and congratulations were forth- 
coming from all sides, especially from the 
Russian attache. The commissart and med 
ical staff, whose failure had much to do with 
the disasters of 1870, proceeded in excellent 
work, and the closing review was most brill- 
lant in its effect. 

HOLLAND’S BALLOONS. 

While Germans, Austrians, RNusslans, 
French and English are exercising their fleets 
and armies, Holland is trying the use of bal- 
loons for the purpose of reconnoitering in 
war. Holland has hada war of its own for 
about seventeen years past in the Island of 
Sumatra, carried on with varying success. It 
is proposed to establish a permanent balloon 
corps to watch the enemy and take account of 
his movements.

The English authorities 
in that region of West Africa discourage any 
attempt at forcing the general law which 
forbids slavery in the dominions of Great 
Britain, and the colonial authorities have 
gone so far as to order the return of slaves to 
their owners when residents opposed to siav- 
ery bad made complaint. Not only are ne- 
grees held in bondage in this British colony, 
but they are procured from the interior to be

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CHICAGO’S TROUBLE. 

The reason why the World’s Fair site at 
Chicago has skipped about so much and 
is stil) so unssttled is explained. It has 
been Chicago’s impracticable purpose 
and intention all the time to get out of 
the Fair something more than the equiv- 
alent of her contribution in magnificent 
permanent exposition buildings, art 
halls, conservatories, etc. 

This purpose, well understood amon 
her people, naturaily made the site ques- 
tion a question as to the location of these 
permanent buildings. The World’s Fair, 
to be open but a single brief season, might 
be located with its temporary structures 
in a number of places that would never 
do for the permanent acquisitions de- 
sired. Its location anywhere could 
have but a transient effect on 
property values in the vicinity. But the 
case would be very different with grand, 
permanent buildings erected for the tem- 
porary. use of the Fair and for the city’s 
permanent use afterwards as attractive 
resorts for the Chicago public. These 
were bound to have a great and perma- 


_— 


nent effect on property and business, 


and it was for the benefit of this effect 
that the various sections of the city kept. 
up the site wrangle solong and are still 
likely to keep it up so much longer. 

The point at which the most powerful 
interest would locate these permanent 
buildings is as near the business and hotel 
center as possible, and within miles of 
that point there is not even a block of 
open ground or ground obtainable except 
at a fabulous cost. The nearest Vacancy 
is the lake front, opposite the Auditorium, 
and there is where it is proposed to invest 
the most of the World’s Fair money and 
credit in grand permanent structures 
erected on ground made in the lake at an 
immense cost. 

It is no place for a World’s Fair site— 
room for only a small part of the show can 
be made there—nobody can tell whether 
the Illinois Central or some other litigant 
will own the buildings after they are 
erected—and persistence in this perma- 
nent building project and the consequent 
scattering of the Fair over far-apart sites 
is so earnestly opposed by the National 
Commissioners that it looks as if Chicago 
will yet have to radically change her 
plans or abandon t the Fair altogether.

mg. In North Carolina the tobacco is nearly 
housed.

WASHINGTON, D. O., Sept. 0. — The Senate 
this morrming resumed consideration of the 
Senate bill to reduce the amount of United 
States bonds to be required of national banks 
and to restore tothe channels of trade the 


excessive accumulations of lawful 1232 
e Without action the bill was laid 
aside 

The calendar was then taken up, and the 
bill authorizing the Secretary of the Treasury 


to settle the indebtedness to the government 
ofthe Sioux City & Pacific Railroad Co. was 


passed. 

Senate bill appropriating $75,000 for a public 
building at Fergus Falls, Minn., was passed. 

Senate bill extending the privileges of the 
free delivery of mails to towns having a pop- 
ulation of 5,000 or a gross revenue of $5,000 
was passed. 

The hour assigned to the calendar having 
expired, the Senute resumed consideration of 
the House bill to define and regulate the juris- 
diction of the courts of the United States and 
of the substitute therefor reported by Mr. 
Evarts from the Judiciary Committee. 

Mr. Dolph offered another amendment con- 
atituting the States of Oregon, Washington, 
Montana and Idaho the Tenth Judiciai Dis- 
trictand providing for the appointment of 
two circuit judges therefor. 

r. Evarts opposed the amendment as pre- 
sentinga collateral question only and as an 
embarrassment to the bill. 

In the course of a long discussion on this 
amendment, Mr. Ingalis, who had offered an 
amendment to re-arrange the circuits, gave it 
as his opinion that the true solution of the 
difficulty would be the division of the Su- 
preme Court into quorums of three, to whom 
should be assigned, from time to time, the 
consideration of the great mass of 
cases which came before that tri- 
bunal and which as a master of fact 
could be decided ger pg by — ordi- 
mary Justice of the Peace. The great bulk of 
the cases that were brought before the Su- 
preme Court had been determined by the 
precedents of athousand years. They were 
trivial, they were formal, they required 
nothing but a simple knowledge of precedents 
in cases that had been decided a thousand 
times from the days ot the Horn Book. 
It was an absurdity to say tnat that 
great aggregation of wisdom, with 
its gowns and its gravity, must all 
sit on the Supreme Court and must all be as- 
sembied in one edifice when a little case 
involving a patent or some other small and 
casual question was before that tribunal. He 
would not say that on great constitutional 
questions, novel questions, questions involy- 
ing vast amounts, on which a concurrence of 
opinion might be necessary, there should not 
be a session that would embrace all the as- 
sembled wisdom of the entire nine. Nor 
would he permit any case to be 
decided by one of the quorums of three 
without the consent of the entire body. He 
thought that under the plans suggested by 
him the entire mass of arrearsof business 
could be disposed of. within two years, and 
that from that time on the business could be 
keptup. There would be in it no sacrifice of 
the dignity of that tribunai, no loses of pres. 
tige or power. no sacrifice ef privileges or 
prerogative and no diminution of the rights of 
the humblest or the greatest suitor at its bar.

This board is callea the State 
Board of Equalization. The bus- 
mess for which the board was ostensibly cre- 
ated some years ago, was to equalize the taxes 
on the property, real and personal, through- 
out the State. Every once in a while the 
members give it out that they are going to 
meet. They always have a meeting after the 
assessments are made by. the local assessors, 
The managers of ail railroads and other cor- 
porations in the State are very shrewd in get- 
ting wind of these meetings and are ul ways on 
hand. The farmers and poor men pay their 
assessments, hard as it may be on them, with- 

out a grumbie. 
HOW CORPORATIONS ESCAPE.

MAGIC PHOTOGRAPHS, 


An Amuising Trifle and How it Is Made—The 
Magic Cigar Holder. 


There are now possible photographs whose 
Casy development affords a harmiess and 
agreeable pastime for children. The process 
of manufacturing these magic photographs is 
as follows: By means ot any negatives what- 
ever, positives are printed upon paper 
sensitized with chloride of silver, 
and which may be found ready prepared in 
commerce. These prints are fixed in a bath 
of hyposulphite of soda(S8to 10 per cent), 
without having been toned with gold, and are 
then washed with greatcarein order to free 
the fibers of the paper from every trace of the 
salt, which would cause the paper to turn yel- 
low after it had been treated with mercury. 

Having prepared a 5 per cent bath of bi- 
chloride of mercury, we place our prints in 
it. Therein the images will first gradually 
fade, and then disappear entirely. Itter the 
prints are thoroughly bleached they are 
thoroughly washed with water and allowed to

10 order to make the latent image to reap- 
pear it suffices to Immerse the white on, in 
a weak ö per cent solution of sulphite or hypo- 
sulphide of soda. This substance has the

In this double reaction, we find the whole 
secretof the magic photograph. Amateurs 
might interest themselves in repeating these 
experiments. A variant giving more 
piquascy to the surprise is to apparentiy 
suppress the re ink product that makes 
the latent age pear. This consists in 
fastening to the py of and behind the print 
a plece of white biotting paper previonsly 
saturated with sulphite of soda. This done, 
it suffices to immerse the paper in water, 
when the sulphite will at once dissolve and 
the image will quickly reappear. The iliu- 
sion is thus more complete.

‘DECAYED LAND BOOMS, 


THE RISE AND FALL OF CITIES ON THE FAR 
WESTERN PRAIRIES. 


A Deserted Village of the Piains—A Town 

That Never Was—The Change That Has 

Taken Place—Kanepolis and Its Present 

Cendition—A Collegian’s Race for a 

Home.

braska. Fabulous advances in realty values 

were promised and quoted and many bit at 

the bait. The New England school teacher 

who bad saved a few hundred dollars from 

her meager salary, the thrifty farmer who 

had laid by something against a rainy day, 

the miner whe had a beltful of dust, but 

was anxious to quickly increase ite size—all 

sent on their centributions and the specu- 

lators in city lots were masters of the situ- 
ation. 

Towns and villages expanded their bounda- 
ries te take lu farm after farm until they cor- 
ered territory enough to make them each a 
metropolis if thickly settled.

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THE NEW CONVENT OF THE GOOD SHEPHERD. 


As is generally known the structure is to be 
erected on the Bamberger Grove property 
comprising About twelve acres of ground, 
valued at about $1,500 an acre whieh 
was presented last full to the institution by 
the generous brewer, Mr. Adolphus Busch. 
In addition to this triangular piece of grouué 
of about an acre in extent, facing the Gravois 
road and betweea that avenue and Bamberg- 


er's Grove proper, was donated to the Sisters 
by the Hydraalic Press Brick Co. 

The site is an admirable one. It is located 
on the line of the four-mile radius from the 
Susiness center on the north side of the 
“ravois road, between Potomac street, 
Bamberger and Gustine avenues, nine 
blocks south of the Union Depot Electric 
Road running along Arsenal street, and is 
nearly directly south of the southern entrance 
to Tower Grove Park. It is four blocks west 
of Grand avenue, and a horse-car extension 
of one of Mr. Scuilin’s lines runs right to the 
property making it readily accessible, yet 
sufficiently remote from the commercial cen- 
ter to be widely separated from the stirring 
scenes of every day life.

His Rapid Rise ia Parliament—A Great De- 
bater—Four Hundred and Fifty Dollars 
for a Single Magazine Article—His Work 
in India—Where He Conceived the Pur- 
pose to Write His Great History. ä

" MACAULAY, Baron 

Macaulay of Rothley, 

was born Oct. 25, 1800. 

In many reepects he 

was the greatest, the 

very greatest dis- 

torian that the world 

has produced. Wheth- 

er he had more genius 

as a historian than 

Hume or Gibbon, who 

both died before 

Macaulay was born, is not material. The 

point is he wrote a half century after them 

and when the art of history was better under- 

stood. To Hume, at any rate, he was de- 

cidedly inferior in intellect (who of this 

century was not?) yet im some regards as de- 
cidedly superior in the historic art. 

Macaulay was ofa highly respectable fam- 
ily and was educated at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge. In everything, but physics and math- 
ematics, his scholarship was superior. 
Mathematics he abhorred. On his graduation 
he made the mistake of studying law. For 
two or three years he attempted to practice, 
but with little success. But he had already 
begun to cultivate literature. When he was 
only 25 years of age he published in the 
Ediaburgh Review his ‘article on Miltun. 
The effect on the English public was 
instantaneous. Immediately Macaulay was 
famous. The succcss decided his destiny. 
The knowledge he had got of the science of 
law was of value to him subsequently as an 
essayist, a statesman anda historian, but it 
became to him not a means of livelihood or of 
reaching fame, but merely an aecomplish- 
ment. In January, 1828, Lord Lyndhurst made 
him Commissioner of Bankruptcy, office 
affording a liberal salary toayoung man. 
Soon after he was elected to Parliament, 
to this time it was his magazine articles, al- 
ready become somewhat numerous, that 
gave him reputation. 

In Pariiament Macaulay rose rapidly. He 
was learned and he was iaborious. Like 
Burke, he studied profoundly the subject he 
meantto discuss; like Burke, he prepared 
carefully the speech he meant to deliver; lke 
Burke, be was always able to a ish the 
House with solid instruetion. His volume of 
publisned speeches show wealth of informa- 
tion, labor in special preparation and felicity 
of expression. Was Macaulay an orator? 1f 
cutegorical answer is required it is safer to 
say, no. Nature had not made him for 
an orator. His body was short and stout, his 
gestures were few and so angular and awkward 
that they rather reduced than in the 
effect, and his voice, though not harsh, was 
not specially attractive. Nor did his voice 
have range. He began in a pretty high piteh, 
according to the requirements of the room 
and extent of the audience, and continued in 
about the same pitch. Withal, he spoke with 
great rapidity: On the other hand, there was 
a manifest straightforward sincerity, a warm 
outspoken earnestness that engaged 
attention and compelled conviction. en 
his facts were abundant, his reasoning clear 
and strong and his rhetoric unequaled. 
such qualities a got repu- 
tation in the House of mmons, even with 
the crowd, but more rapidly with the leading 
minds and with the Cabinet. It is doubtless

Soon after his returnto England Macaulay 
was sent to Pariiamentfrom Edinburgh, and 
in a little while was appointed to the Cabinet 
as Secretary of War. et he continued to be 
active in Parliament. But he was 
unpopular among his constituents, and 
deservedly so. He was obnoxious to 
more. than one objection. First, he was 
honest as a sunbeam and brave asa lion. 
Hence whatever conviction he he would 
maintain it against the world. Like St. Paul 
he ‘‘conferred not with flesh aud dlood. 
Again, knowing himself to be learned, know. 
ing himselfto understand better than all Ed- 
inburgh every question arising in 
Parliament, he flrmly, even 2 refused 
to support whet he knew be error.

lan, wife of the junior Senator from Michigan. 
„Their healthfulness or unhealthfulnéess de- 
pends largely upon the good sense and judg- 
ment of the wearer. If foolish women will 
persist in so misusing the corset, forexample, 
as to give them the appearance of an hour- 
giass by compressing their waists to such 
an extent that their vital organs are horribly 
contracted and displaced, the corset will 
necessarily be to them an instrument of tor- 
ture and a powerful facterof ni health. So 
with every other article of dress. It must be 


used properly and not abused. Corsets have 
been greatly improved within the last few 
years, are now much softer, and therefore 
much more comfortable. 

»The idea of the so-called dress reformers 
would not necessarily make dress more 
healthful. A dress with which no corset is 
worn may be made so tight at the waist as to 


de quite as harmful as. the steel or whalebone 


ease, against which the dress-reformers de- 
Claim. Women who wish to appear small- 
waisted wouid still have their dresses so made 
as to give them that appearance, even if they 
adopted dress-reform idexs and dispensed 
withthe corset. The same principle would 
apply to all the other proposed dress reforms. 
In view of these facts I cannot think that 
there would be any advantage in making, in 
feminine attire, the radical change pro- 
pesed. 
MRS. SECRETARY WINDOM’S VIEWS. 

When I asked Mrs. Wil iam Windom, wife 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, tor her 
views on dress reform her handsome, ma- 
tronly features assuined an expression of dis- 

ust. I think the subject of dresg reform 

as been made odious by the manner in which 
it hae been advocated,’’ she said. ‘‘In the 
matter of dress every woman should be a law 
unto herself. Every inteliigent woman—even 
every intelligent young girl—ehould be able to 
decide for herself what mode of dress is best 
adapted to her health and circumstances 
and should follow it. There is a homely old 
proverb which says that what is sauce for the 

gose should be sauce for the gander, but it 
- poe not apply to dress. Certain modifica- 
tions of present methods may be necessary 
in many cases, but every woman should have 
enfficient good sense, taste and judgment 
without calling inthe aid of any professional 
dress reformer.’’ 

MAY DO GOOD. 

I am in favor of anything that can possibly 
have any influence in promoting health, 
said Mrs. Henry B. Payne, wife of the junior 
Senator from Ohio. The success and pros- 
perty of our country in the future—nay, its 
very existence—depends upon the healthful- 
ness of ite women. I rejoice to see that the 
attitude of society towards the sports and 
pastimes in which a young lady may 
engage with propriety has entirely 
Ghanged from what it was twenty-five years 
age. Then horseback riding and denocing 
were the only exercises in which a young lady 
was permitted to engage. If she had ridden a 
bicycle, rowed a boat, played lawn tennis, 
run a foot race, exercised upon rings, hori- 
zontal bare or other gymnastic apparatus; if 
she had swung Indian clubs, manipulated 
dumb-bells, played base ball or lawn tennis,

Until fashion 
shalldecree reform in wowan’s dress there 
will be no reform. 

It is impossible for * dress reformers to 
lay down rules for dress that will be applica- 
ble to all women. That which is adapted to 
one will not be to another. The first essential 
to good dressing is that it shall be adapted to 
whatever pursuit of business or pleasure its 
wearer desires to follow. ; 

Without adopting the radical methods of 
so-called dress reformers, there are certain 
changes which can be readily 
made without so altering the general 
style of woman’s apparel as to convert 
It from a thing of beauty into an awkward 
and unsightly monstrosity, as would many of 
the dress reforms that have been proposed. 
Many women injure their health byan im- 
preper use of the present modes of dress 
siniply because they have never given the 
subject due consideration, and it is only 
necessary to point out their errors to have 
them immediately corrected. Thus many 
women wear tight, high-heeled shoes because 
they are ignorant of the factthat such foot- 
gear is responsible for many of the ills 
to which feminine fiesh is particu- 
larly heiress. The torture that some 
women willendure by crowding their feet 
into shoes half a size too short or too narrow, 
or both, is simply incredible, No one can 
possibly wear ashoe more than a size too 
small, and that isa difference so slight as to 
be wholly imperceptibie when the shoe is on. 
This is merely an example. Many similiar 
ones might be given, and a sensible woman’s 
attention ence called tosuch follies she will 
never be guilty of them again. i think, there- 
fore, thatthe professional dress reformers, 
who seem #0 anxious to savo the health of 
eur women, would do quite as well 
to save themselves and their breath and 
leave dress to be regulated by the good judg- 
ment of the sensible women of our lend. 
These who are not sensible, but foolish, will 
continue so, in dress and everything else, till 
the end of time, reformers or no reformers.’’ 

MRS. DIXON FAVORS WISE REFORMS. 

„Women's dress certainly needs reforming 
in some respects,’’ sad Mrs. Senator Nathan 
F. Dixon of Rhodelsiand. Anyone who bas 
ever dragged her heavy skirte through a long 
walk on a hot, dusty day, will certainly agree 
withme. But, necessary as we must admit 
these reforms to be, what shall they de and 
who shall be the first to make them? ‘We, 
we, with our little systems,’ cry out the pro- 
fessional dress reformers, like the birds and 
insects in the familiar poem of ‘Cock 
Robin. But do any of the reforms that these 
peovie have proposed really overcome the 
difficulty? The divided skirt or ‘leglets’ is 
Ar most unsatisfactory by those who 

ave tried it, yet this is the most distinctive 
reform that has deen proposed, almost the 
only one indeed, except dispensing with cor- 
sets and a few ether changes, which would 


naturally suggest themselves to any woman 


who was conscious of having suffered injury 
or incenvenience from them. 

Dress reform has been actively agitated 
for seversl years, yet how much, or rather 
how little, progress has it made? When we set 
about ameweriug this question the conviction 
is piainly forced upon us that women are not 
yet ready to accept dress reform ; that they de 
not feel the neccessity for it. Until they do, 
and until it shall become the univérsally 
fasbionable fad of the hour, the majerity ef 
women will most unquestionably give no at- 
tention whateyer to dress reform, but will 
unite in suffering it in negiect’s cruel shadow 
to freeze. 

Dress reform is by no means a compara- 
tively new idea, originating with those who 
are now most active in advocating it. There 
have been dress reformers by the score with 
almost innumerable systems of dress reform 
in years gone by, and many & those earlier 
systems were greatly superior in quality and 
simplicity, if not beauty, to those now pro- 
posed, his was setably the case with the 
style of Gress proposed so many years ago by 
Mrs. Bloomer and which derived from her its 
name ot Bieomer costume. This was by ali 
odds the simplest, most sensible and most 
heaithful ef all the systems of dress 
reform for women that have as et 
been proposed. At the time when ‘8. 
Bloomer first designed it, traveled in it and 
lectured upon it, it attracted more attention 
And seemed more likely of adoption than any 
ot the styles proposed by the dress reformers 
ot our day.

Wit the Merz system or without it the sew- 
ers of the city of St. Louis continue to flow 
and discharge their tous upon tons of refuse 
of all kinds from breweries, distilleries, 
slaughter- houses and all of the manufacturinz 
establishments in the city’ The proportion of 
malaria pees matter which goes down 
the river and collects in tue eddy at Jefferson 
Barracks is largely furnished bythe sewers. 
and the withdrawal of that portion of it which . 
is collected from the barrels and slop boxes 
is but a small proportion. The city of St. 
Louis is not so situated that it has not a ready 
means of disposing of ite garbage and its 
sewage. Itdoes not have to pump it out 
as Boston does, nor does it leave it to float 
back and forth in the heart of the city, as 
does Chicago. So that no unhealthy infiu- 
ences can reach St. Louis from its garbage or 
sewage, and to afford it the slight relief 
gained by cremation is hardly worth the price 
ueked.

NEWS FROM THE MINES. 
PROGRESS MADE BY THE BRECKENRIDGE 
AND LEADVILLE CAMPS. 


The Great Improvement Reported in Sum- 
mit County Properties—Excellent Show- 
ing of the Germania—News From the 
Dunkin Claims—The Queen ef the West— 
Geld in Leadville—Loecal Notes. 


EADVILLE, Colo., 

Sept. 20.—Never 

before in the his- 

2 tory ot Brecken- 

2 ridge has so much 

ore been shipped 

as at present.

On the very crest of 
this hill is located the Washington mine, 
which has hitherto been worked principally 
through -the 700-foot tunnel, but has lately 
emptied the water from the shaft and they are 
now cross-cutting to catch the vein found 
in the tunnel. The shaft is about 300 feet 
deep, and the vein at the point where the 
cross-cut will intersect it is about 3% feet 
wide and carries a very fine class of ore 
which, like ali the veins of Nigger Hill, con- 
tains gold in sufficient quantities to pay all 
costs incident to the mining and hauling, 
leaving the silver and lead values a clear 
profit.

NEWS FROM THE GERMANIA.

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DARING DESPERADOES, 


DISCOVERY OF THEIR PLOT TO ROB A 
SANTA FE TRAIN, 


A Des Moines Lady Kidnaped in the Heart 
ef the City—The Iberville Butehery—A 
Determined Murderess—-A Family of 
Crim)nals—The Gray Poisening Case—An 
Incestueus Farmer — Other Criminal 


AINESVILLE, Tex., Sept. 
20.—A well-laid plot to rob 
a Santa Fe train near Wa- 
shita Station, in the Chick 
asaw Nation, was discov- 
ered yesterday. A negro, 
while out cattle-hunting, 
ran across a hand of six 
desperadoes who have the 
widest record for daring 
desperadoisem in the South- 
west. They are the two 
Dyer brothers, the two 
Barber brothers and the 
two Turnbull brothers, the last two being 
half-preed Cherokee Indians. They were dis- 
covered yesterday by the negro cowboy in a 
deep ravine among the Arbuckie Mountains, 
only a few miles from the Santa Fe 
road, living in a dugout, which they 
bad lately prepared. These parties are all 
known to have participated in the train rob- 
bery at Berwyn last November, which is near 
the present rendezvous of the desperadoes, in 
which robbery they are sald to have captured 
$30,000 in charge of the Wells-Fargo Express. 
This robbery gained a broad notoriety on 
account of the stubborn fight made against 
them by Train Guard Fred Frosher, who 
FOUGHT THIRTEEN OF THEM 
as long as his ammuaition held out and es- 
caped unburt, though a perfect fusiliade was 
turned on him by Winchesters in the hands of 
the robbers. 

The day following that robbery the gang 
left the ceustry, going to New Mexico, where 
they have been since their return to theChiek- 
asaw Nation a few days ago. At the time of 
the Berwyn robbery the gang was led by Jim 
July, alias Jim Starr, a full-blooded Cherokee 
Indian, and husband of the notorious Belle 
Starr. He was shot and fatally wounded a 


short time after the rehbbery near Ardmore by 
a Deputy Marshal while resisting arrest, He 
was captured and taken te Ft. Smith, where 
he died of his wounds ia jall a short time af- 
terwards.

She then went 
to the window and saw De Forrest running up 
stairs, and shot at him without effect. She 
determined not to be defeated, so she walked 
u to the cradle and shot the ohe 
of Mr. and Mrs. De Forrest, the bail 
entering just below the heurt and coming cut 
at the back part of the side. After the shoot- 
ing she movated her horse and returned to 
the settlement (Johnson’s Bayou).

A Bank-Wrecker’s Pilea fer Pardons. 


BUFFALO, N. T., Sept. 90.—The noted Dans- 
ville bank- wrecking case came before Judge 
Coxe in the United States Court in a peculiar 
proceeding. James Faulkner, indicted for 
wrecking the bank, through his counsel, Job 


Hodges of New York, asked that proceedings 
against him be quashed, because he had turned 
State’s evidence against his dead brother, 
Gen. Lester Faulkner, who was President of 
the bank, and who gota seven years’ sen- 
tence just before he mysteriously died.

Pangereus Trips Up the Missour! in Early

WN the times of which 

I write, St. Louis lived 

in narrow quarters 

and kept house in a 

small way, but the 

city thrived and grew 

and began to feel and 

actlike a metropolis.

shop and went fishing

10, 80 to speak, the capital city of many re- 
ligious communities of Moravian Brethren, 
scattered over Europe and America, This 
religious sect, after enduring much persecu- 
tion at the bands of Austrian Emperors, 
Anally found refuge upon the estates of Count 
@Zinzendort, in Saxony. Seeing the piety and 
exemplary life of these Brethren, the Count 
gave them the lands foran eternal possession, 
and in 1722 the first tree was felled 
for the building of Herrnhut. The 
spot chosen for the town was 
at the foot of a hill called Hutberg, and since 
the bretbren regard themselyes under the 
guidance of God's providence the town was 
ealled Herrnhut(The Lord's Care). In the

beginning the church and the town govern- 
ment were the same and both went by tne 
name of the Unity. This is the case, even 
now, and one constantly hears what the Unity 
does. The town increased in size rapidly and 
in a short time numbered 600 souls. At 
present there isa population of some 1,500, 
most of whom belong to the Unity. 


Although little business is carried on the

Marriages with one out- 
side ofthe Unity are strongly discouraged, if 
not prohibited. As marriage is regarded as a 
sacrament as well as a civil contract the cere- 
mony must be performed in the church or at 
least by one of their clergymen. 

Much has deen written about the uniformity 
and simplicity of dress among the Herrnhbu- 
tans, but this refers to them as they appear at 
ehurch, not as they are seen in their homes or 
on the street, where they dress as they please. 
In the church, however, they obey the com- 
mandment of St. Paul when he says: 

‘‘In like manner also let women adorn 
themselves in modest apparel, with shame- 
facedness and sobriety, not with broidered 
hag or gold or pearis or costiv array, but 
what becometh women professing godliness 
with good works. 

In order to be able to carry this command- 
ment into effect the Unity adopted

of dress fer the women while attending 
church. Each wears a plain gown of some dark 
material, a pla in cloak or shawl and a pecu- 
liar little cap. At Herrnhut there is a board- 
ing school, or ‘‘pensionat,’’ fer young ladies. 
The giris attending this, as weil as all other 
girls of the town who are not yet members of 
the Unity, have very pretty caps trimmed with 

leated lace and pink ribbor. The Sisters. 

owever, wear very Diain caps of muslin and 
with no ornament except a knot of ribbon at 
the throat. The color of the ribbon indicates 
the state ofthe woman. The single women 
have pink ribbon, the married dlue and the 
widows white. It mast be admitted that the 
girls, with their bangs combed down smooth, 
the modest looking caps, the pretty pink bows 
under their ehins and the demurs expression 
of their faces, present a very pretty picture 
indeed. 

The girls as well as the Sisters“ entered 
the church as noisely as ghosts, took the 
seats assigned to them and sat silent as 
statues, their eyes fixed upon the preacher. 
And here, in speaking of church, one may 
remark that the people of Herrnhut in no way 
differ from church-goers in other places. The 
side of the large ‘‘kirehensaal’’ reserved for 
the men was conspicuous for its emptiness, 
whereas the women’s side was well filled. 


The church building can hardly be called 4 


church, being merely a large hall connected 
with the school ee The only orna- 
ment in the hall. were the snow 
white muslin curtains, ruffied and 
draped so as to make ulte handsome 
lambrequins. The floer was bare, unpainted, 
but scrubbed clean and covered with white 
sand. The benches also were very plain; the 
edges and corners were rounded off by con- 
stant scrubbing. Indeed, it seems that the 
Herrnbutans have an unbounded faith in the 
beneficent influence of water, soap and white 
sand. Whatever admits of scrubbing, whether 
inside of the houses or outside, is not only 
scrupulously cieam but actually shines from 
the constant rubbing. ° 
Although the society of Herrnhut is based 
on the prineiple of priyate ownership of land 
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and other property, still there are several 
things that show the communistic tendencies 
ofthe Unity. The hotel, the drug store and a 
glove factory belong to the public, the net 
proceeds of these going into the general 
treasury. The Unity also takes care of its old 
people, and all such as are not capable of 
earning their own living. To help those who 
can still labor, but need some assistance, 
there are houses where they can live very 
cheaply and comfortably. hese are breth- 
ren’s, sisters’ and 
WIDOWS’ HOUSES. 

In these, the inmates fora very’small rent 
have a very comfortable home. The rules for 
the government of the house are not at all 
monastic, but such as would be found in 
any well regulated household. The widows 
live almost independently of each other; 
each has herown apartments, and goes and 
comes when sbe pleases, and engages in any 
occupation that may suit her taste. The 
brethren live more as in a hotel. There are 
several women in the house who have charge 
of the general housekeeping. 

During the summer the people spend their 
leisure fa the large parks and groves that sur- 
round their town, while, inthe winter, they 
devote their spare time tothe cultivation of 
music. Indeed, they pride themselves on 
giving as fine concerts as the best that can be 
bad im such cities as Dresden. 
There is no theater in the town, but quite a 
number of the people go to see the plays in 
some of the neighboring cities. Oard playing, 
checkers and dancing are forbidden. The 
drinking of beer and wine is indulged in to a 
moderate extent, but no excessive use of such 
drinks is tolerated. To an outsider the life at 
Herrnhut seems somewhat strained and stiff. 
In their constant watchfuiness not to break 
some of the rules lald down, the peo seem 
to have developed a morbid self-conscious- 
ness, that is destructive to all vivacity and 
naturainess, Yet the Herrnhutans themselves 
are contented and happy. While there 
we became acquainted with a 
young lady, belonging to one 
of the wealthier families. She w t only 
a woman of culture, but one who ew con- 
siderable of the outside worid and was keenly 
interested in all its doings. This young lady 
seemed to think that life in Herrnhut was the 
ideal life that most people longed for and 
sought, bnt rarely found in our ordinary 
society. As far as she was concerned, she de- 
sired nothing so much as to be able to spend 
all her days in this quiet little town. She 
would by no means admit that they were not 
better off, lived higher and better lives, 
and enjoyed mere genuine pleasures 
than the people out in the world.

Two kinds of experiments can be made with 
animals. One isto hold them perfectly quiet 
for two or three minutes in a certain position, 
atroking them gently withthe hand. After 
the lapse of time indicated above 
they have lost their will-power and 
can de placed in any position 
one desires to give them. In this position 
they will remain rigid, as if dead, until the 
experimentor awakens them from their coma- 
tose state by calling or shaking them or blow- 
ing bis breath onthem. Birds can also be put 
to sleep. by forcing them to look at some shin- 
ing object for the space of several minutes. 

veral of the sketches appended to jthis 
article are made from instantaneous photo- 
graphs. The hypnotized chicken, for in- 
stance,was placed upon the table, heldifast with 
one hand and gently stroked with the other. 
In a short time it suceumbed to the influence 
and was then placed into the position in 
which it was photographed. The hypnotizer 
yelled at the sleeping animal, and after 
ten or twelve minutes of complete rigidity 
it few away with a merry cackle. The same 
experiment was made with a pigeon, a bird 
which it i@ difficult to influence, requiring 
many minutes of time. A sparrow was also 
used and a frog aud several erabe. The latter 
look very cunning in their hypnotized state. 
In order to bring them under the influence itis 
only necessary to hold them suspended in the 
air with one band for two or three minutes,lay- 
ing the other upon their backs, they soon fall 
asleep and can be given any position desired. 
They do not even feel the heat when brought

effect upon his patients through all kinds of 


magnetic apparatuses and instruments. One 
of our sketches gives a faith- 
ful illustration of Mesmer’s magne- 
tizing apparatus and the method 
em ployed by him, known by the name of 
‘*‘magnetic bagnette.’’ This apparatus con~- 
sisted of a large oaken cask filled with various 
metals, stones, pieces of glass, filings of iron 
and water. Iron bars were inserted through 
holes on top ofthe cask, The ends of these 
bars were adjustable, and could de directed 
upon any part of the body which was thought 
to be the seat of the disease. Mesmer ef- 
fected many brillant cures among 
nervous people, and if he had con- 
fined himself to the treatment of these !

Plot and cvuntérplot, con- 
ppiracy and swift revenge, lawlessness and 
tyranny, rule and misrule, treachery and re- 
lentiessness, this bas been the part of Dublin 
Oastle inthe history of the land abe domi- 
mates. The story ofthe people holds ail the 
dear, deep pathos of the unsuccessful; the 
story of the castle all the glory, ifthe gloom, 
of the stern and the invincibie.

CAPTURE OF SAN JUAN, 


How Gen. Harney Captured It, and His 
Strategy to Keep Uf the British. 


[Written for the SUNDAY POST-DiISPATCH. |] 

Intelligence comes of the destruction by 
fire of the old historic town of San Juan, in 
Puget Sound. The town, as stated in the 
dispatches, was unocoupied, having reached 
ite glory when garrisoned by the American 
troops, and where on the Fourth of July, 1859, 
McRay and Oaks hoisted the Stars and 
Stripes and demanded from Gen. Harney 


the protection of the United States. 
It is well known that the gallant Harney 
thereupon took military possession of the 
island, at the very time when commissioners 
were engaged in running the boundary line 
between the United States and Great Britain, 
but had differed as to which country it be- 
longed. Gen. Harney promptig settied the 
dispute by taking occupation in behalt of the 
United States, which rendered a collision al- 
most certain between the two pewers. 
But John Bull) was frightened away by the 
tactics and a little strategem of Gen. Harney. 
Some four or five yeafs before bis death the 
General gave to the writer the particulars of 
an  abertive attempt made by the 
British to capture the town from him. 
He said that early one Deautiful morning he 
was looking over the bay, when be descried a 
large fleet of boats advancing in regular or- 
der, and filled with British troops whose arms 
flashed in the brilliant rising sun.. The Gen- 
eral r divined their object and de- 
termined to hold the place against all odds. As 
the British force was superior in numbers 
it was resolved to await the first fre from the 
British, and with a few pieces of artillery, if 
the alternative came, he would biow the whole 
fleet out of the water. Not having, as inti- 
mated, but few troops, be placed them to the 
best advantage in order to deceive the enemy 
asto his strength, @ men were drawn up 
in front an stationed behind trees 
and bushes, with orders to change 
positions occasionally running from 
tree totree so that each and bush ap- 
peared to the epproacn) menin boats as a 
cover to the sharp-shooters.

What He Thinks ef the United States and 


Ita People.

Itis always interesting to compare notes 
with a friend who has been over the same 
ground as one’s self, sol was eager to hear 
Wilson Barrett“ impression of his long tour 
in the States, from which he and his company 
have just returned. I found him hbighly 
pleased with his success in America, but glad 
to be under gay skies again. In Pueblo, when 
he was there with his company, the thermom- 
eter marked 130. Their own thermometer, 
when put in the sun, gave up trying to regis- 


ter the fierce heat and burst. ‘Two points we 
both agreed n upon at once; the 
charming geniality and goodfellowship of 
the people and the wearying monotony of life 
on the road; the long journey over vast 
stretches of coun allalike until you go tar 
West; the sight of town after town built on 
the same patt ern and ofthe same material; 
the sojourns in an endless succession of note ls 
varying a little in the matters of size and 
crockery, but all ruled and kept in order, 
guests included, bya set of awe-inspiring 
helps. I was interested, too, to find that the 
train conductors, those mute, magnificent 
monarchs of the road. had awakened 
n Mr. Barrett much the same feeling 
as in myself.

‘*One of Berrian’s Novels,“ by Mrs. C. H. 
Stone—Kipling’s New Stories—The Latest 
Magesines and What Isin Them—N6tes 
and Gessip of the Literary World. 


„One of Berrian’s Novels, by Mrs. O. H. 
Stoné of St. Louie, was, as the author says in 
her oaineteenth century preface, suggested by 
certain criticiams of the conditions described 
in Mr. Bellamy’s ‘Looking Backward.’ It 
is quite the fashion to insist that such condi- 
tions would necessitate a great monotony of 
character and incideSt, and a lack of all in- 


centive to action, When really they would. 
indicate just the Opposite.’’ The scene 
is laid im St. Louis, A. D. 1997, seventy 
years after the great revolution of 1927 and 
the establishment of the co-operative repub- 
lic foreshadowed by Mr. Bellamy. Mrs. Stone 
has certainiy aaswered the critics mentioned. 
There is lite moneteny in the life of the re- 
public which she has in her mind’s eye. There 
are men and women pretty much like their 
nineteenth century ancestors and animated 
by vretty much the same motives. Action 

however, is under better ¢ontrol—self-con trol 
and social control—and the life is as bright 
and sunny and many colored as the most 
enthusiastic Bellamyite could wish. There 
are a quantity of love-making, a conspiracy, 
an wunsuceessful rebellion, a kidnapping, a 
murder, and a suicide. Certainly the ene- 
mies of a monotonous lite“ and the friends 
of ‘‘competition’’ cannot complain of want 
of variety in such a lite. But the disturbing 
elemente—survivals through heredity of the 
old Adam of competition and lasses faire— 
are finally eliminated and society is saved 
trom what threatened to an 
ugly storm. The pride of the age 
receives a severe shock, however,which is the 
immediate occasion of ‘‘Berrian’s’’ novel. He 
thinks that it may have a flaw in its feunda- 
tions.’’ He thinks the Sanger is net yet over, 
‘‘and nothing needs more discriminating at- 
tention at present than our deductiens con- 
cerning the passion of love.’’ In other words, 
in the twenty-first century, as in King Solo- 
mon’s time, there is nothing so perplexing as 
„the way ofa man with a maid.“ He pleads 
with his readers to quit being se self-satisfied, 
and points out that they have not yet ‘‘over- 
come the lower needs of lite. 

Naturally the view of the coming Common- 
wealth is a woman’s view, and Mrs. Stone has 
laid stress, unconsciously, perhaps, upon 
those aspects which would interest a woman. 
Here, too, there does not seem to be any 
essential difference between the young gir! of 
that day and her nineteenth century great 
grandmother when she was young, ex- 
cept that there is a little too con- 
scious desire to et rid of the lower 
needs of life.“ What is to be thought of 
‘‘a young girl with flashing gray eres, de- 
seribed as ‘‘a veritable exclamation point 
evoluted into a weman,’’ who gravely in- 
forms us that ‘‘evolution is wiserthan hu- 
manity,’’ who deciares that every action, 
every facial movement, the very folds of her 
drapery are expressions ofa womaa’s Ego.’’ 
Surely this yeung woman never had any 
„lower needs of life,“ poor thiag. But for 
the most part twentieth century woman is 
the nineteenth century woman developed by 
freedom and rational education, and,contrary 
tothe theories of many, she knows how to 
use her freedem and education. 

The book is interesting if taken seriously, 
if taken etherwise itis diverting. The story 
is well told and the plot carefully elaborated, 
There isa little psychic moonshine which 
willjbe pleasing or displeasing according as the 
reader likes or dislikes§psychic moonshine. But 
with this exception thereis nothing ia the 
veiw of life and society which ought not to be 

leasing to the most hardened individuals. 

here is freedom from the dominion of cir- 
cumstances, and no man’s success 
involves another’s destraction. The 
life is finer, higher, purer, 
better worth living. Of course there are gro- 
tesque features which will be apparent to 
everyone, but—is not everything grotesque 
which is unfamiliar? At any rate Mrs. Stone 
has produced a book that suggests more than 
it tells. There ig a fascination about the 
„„Social Question’’ which is responsibie for 
an unsigbtiy quantity of nonsense, but 
in one of Berrian’s Novels“ the author 
has put her enthusiasm under con- 
trol, aud says nathlag which cannot 
be justified to the reason aad cOmmon sense. 
To be sure it is an ideal which there are sinall 
hopes of realizing, but this is not because it is 
unréasonabie, but because there is and will be 
too much tnreason ia the World to permit its 
actual construction.

THE CZAR’S RAILROAD. 

The Winans Brothers,“ said Gov. Curtin, 
were smong the first railroad builders of Rus- 
sia, and the story of their fortune-making 
there reads like a romance. They first came 
to the notice of the Ozar from a contract 
which they took to build a bridge across the 
River Neva. In building this bridge they 
found that the current was much swifter 
than they had supposed and the river was 
Geeper, and the result was that they lost 
about 150,000 roubles on the job. About the 
time the bridge was completed the Czar came 
down to see it. He was told that the Ameri- 
dan contractors had lost on it and he knew 
the amount of their loss. He offered to reim- 
burse them but they refused, and said that in 
their country men stood by their contracts 
and that ifthey had made $150,000, instead of 
losing 150,000 roubies that they would have 
sald nothing about it and they would have 
considered it a fair business arrangement. 
This reply pleased the Czar very much. It 
showed him that the Winans were good bust 
ness men and the manner in which they. 
made the bridge showed him that they were 
zood civil engineers. He then told them 
that he wanted this road built and a survey 
was made for the purpose. The surveyors 
la id out the road in a sort of zig-zag line, 
taking in the biggest cities and the best 
grades.

was shown tothe Czar Nicholas. He looked 
at it and then said, That is not what 1
